The trust is in absolute 
control of the situation, speculatively and 
Congresgionally, Last fall when the silver 
repeal bill was under discussion very mean 
things were said in some New York papers’ 
about Senator Vest’s atleged sugar specula. 
tions. What connection there was between 
silver repeal and sugar is unknown. Within 
a fortnight Senator Chandler in the open 
Senate made an excessively sarcastic speech 
in which he hoped Vest would come out of 
his labors on the sugar schedule “ without 
damage to himself, to the sugar interests. or 
to the country.’ Vest took no notice of this 
speech. The sugar interests have not been 
damaged, while his colleagues do not seem 
~ think that the Missouri Senator has been 

urt. 

May Repuidiate the Insinuation. 

Some United States Senators will repudiate 
the use of their names in such connection, 
May be Senator Vest is going to do it at some 
future period, but for the. present his failure 
to repelany of these insinuations naturally 
causes his name to be used very freely on 
Wall street. With Senator Vest’s name is as- 
sociated that of*Joe Rickey of St. Louis. 
Everybody in Washington knows Joe Rickey, 
and Joe isa first-rate fellow. He is a pro- 
moter of legislation and a speculator and 
there is no secrecy about his business, 
nor is there any discredit attached to him 
personally. He enjoys the friendship of 
many men in Congress, but his chief title to 
fame, after all, is thata very popular drink 
bears his name, In these speculative times 
the names of Joe Rickey and. Senator Vest 
would be associated together, though they 
might not see each other for weeks at a time. 
Advices from New York this afternoon were 
thata great deal was being said about Joe 
Rickey’s alleged partein the sugar deal. The 
belief of Tue Trrsune correspondent is that 
there is no basis for this gossip, but the rea- 
sons for this belief are not important just 
now. According tothe reports around the 
Capitol a good deal was also being whispered 
concerning Chairman Voorhees’ nephew, John 
Paul Jones, It is the belief of Tue Tripune 

correspondent that Mr. Jones is also innocent 

of any knowledge of the sugar deal or of any 
connection with it. Yet it is not hard to un- 
derstand why his name should be used. 

Mr. Jones’ Business, 

John Paul Jones is a Washington attorney, 

who is said to have madea great deal of 
| money as the head of syndicates which rent 
buildings to the government and alsoas attor- 
ney for naval officers and other claimants who 
have secured+ favorable legislation in Con- 
gress. He is notastranger to the Finance 
committee room, and is said to represent 
some glassware and carpet people. 

Senatar Bgice’s name is always mixed up 
in any Wall! street speculation that has a 
Washington 


was doubtful whether any discriminating duty 
in favorof refined sugars would be granted. 
However, Brice’s chief value to the speculat- 
ers seems tobe his opinion that the Wilson 
bill may be defeated outright, and that no 
tariff legislation will be had on its lines. Last 
fall when things looked blue for the repeal of 
the Sherman law and Brice himself was put 
down asacompromiser he kept reiterating 
his belief that the law would be repealed, and 
the street is inclined to follow his judgment 
as to tariff legislation, because of his success 
as a prophet as to financial legislation. 

The best informaticn obtainable here is that 
when sugar certificates were in the neighbor- 
hood of eighty the deal was arranged to put 
them’ up. The secrecy and uncertainty of the 
majority of the Finance c6mmittee furnished 
abundant opportunity for manipulation. 
There was also the knowledge that the com- 
mittee was leaning to the sugar trust’s 


schedule. 
Might a Tale Unfold. 

If Senator Caffery or @enator White of 
Louisiana were to take the public into their 
confidence they might tell a story somewhat 
as follows: Ten days ago the sugar refiners, 
as represented in the trust, were willing to 
take one-eighth of a cent discrimination in 
favor of refined sugars. Last Friday, or it 
might have been Saturday, Caffery and White 
presented a schedule to the Finance com- 
mittee which provided for a graduated tax up 
to one and five-tenths cents. They were 
‘met with the counter proposition from. the 
committee for a graduated duty upto one 
cent and thirty-four one-hundredths. The 
comiitaee could not understand, or professed , 


-§t could not understand, why the Louisiana 


Senators would not accept its schedule, as the 
difference apparently was only sixteen one- 
hundredths, and it was known that the 
Louisiana folks did not expect to get the four 
and one-half cents which they demanded. 
Caifery analyzed the committee schedule and 
showed that it discriminated heavily in favor 
of the trust at the expense of the Louisiana 


planters. The subject is largely technical, and 


Senator Caffery would probably be too polite to 
say the Finance committee presented to hima 
schedule which not one of its own members 
could explain, and which must have been 
drawn up by an expert who was looking after 
the interests of the trust. Notwithstanding 
this inability to explain their schedule the 
Democratic Seuators on the Finance cammit- 
tee gave it to the Louisiana Senators as their | 
ultimatum. 
Havemeyer and Searles Bob Up. 

Atthis time Mr. H. O. Havemeyer and 
Brother Searles of the trust were in town. 
Brother Searles is said to be the only Repub- 
lican member of the trust. He is its Treas- 
urer and is a Sunday-school Superintendent 
down on Long Island, somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of Boss McKane’s Sunday-school. 
Brother Searles is credited with being slicker 
than Mr. Havemeyer in handling certain 
kinds of men. However, Mr. Havemeyer is 
a pretty good hand at it too. He staid in 
Washington over Sunday, and might be in- 
duced to tell a Senatorial. committee who 
some of his callers were during that day. 
All that was known definitely was that the 
sugar trust had demanded one-fourth cent 
protection and had received the promise that 
it should be given. With this knowledge set 
a‘loat and confirmed by men who are shaping 
legislation in Washington it is not so difficult 
to understand why sugar should be sent kiting 
yesterday and today, and why the unhappy 
people who had gone short on it were glad to 
settle at the trust’s terms. 

What the next move will be no one pretends 
tosay. There is little evidence to confirm 
the current gossip about the vulgar use of 
money to buy Congressional influence out- 
right by the high-toned gentlemen who con- 
trol the sugar trust. It may be urged that as 
speculation isan unavoidable incident of all’ 
tariff legislation the majority in the Finance 
committee is not blamable. This plea will 
hardly hold. It cannot escape) the responsi- 
bility for its continued secrecy and for its fre- 
quent shifting. bat

Marsh Mortgaged as Meadow Land. 

Percy F. Stone, whois Secretary of both 
the shooting clubs, said yesterday: “* It is 
singular that we have not been notified of the 
proposed sale, though we are direvtly inter- 
ested. Again, the laws of Wisconsin require 
such a sale to be advertised for six weeks pre- 
ceding and this has not been done. There are 
some queer wrinkles about this land. It is 
worth perhaps $30,000, and yet somebody 
has placed a balloon mortgage on it for $64,- 
200—a slough water mortgaged for nearly $4 
an acre. -There is little land in the marsh; it 
is all water or bog. In the beginning of these 
queer proceedings W. H. Scanlan and J. S, 
Ranhy bought the marsh to make hay on. 
They did not make asuccess of it and so were 
obliged to mortgage it to the Lombard In- 
vestment company for asmall amount. The 
mortgage calls for 18,300 acres. Two or 
three more mortgages were placed for small 
amounts and the next thing we hear of it the 
property is mortgaged for $64,200 and the 
mortgages sold to the Keene Savings Bank of 
Keene, N. H., and John Knowlesof Leeds,

POLICE HAVE A PULL, | 


SURPLUS JUSTIOES MUSTGO INSTEAD 
OF PATROLMEN. 


By a Reduction of Expense in This Di- 
rection Mayor Hopkins Expects to 
Keep the Police Force to Its Present 
Quota—He Alleges That Some Justices 
Give Only Two or Three Hours a Day 
to City Business=Reorganization of the 
Entizge Department. 


Mayor Hopkins wants to save the heads of 
the 272 policemen who are scheduled for re- 
moval in the interest of retrenchment, and to 
doso swung his ax yesterday in another 
quarter, He asked for the resignation of 
every Police Justiee, police court clerk and 
bailiff-in the city, and today will probably 
demand the resignations of the matrons of 
the outlying stations ‘ana the resignations of 
ali superpumerary officers of the police force. 
The Mayor says it wo be demoralizing to 
the police force to c off 272 men at this 
time. He thinks they can all be retained by 
practicing economy in quarters where econ- 
omy is required and where it will serve and 
not injure. Another reform he has in view is 
taking the first-class patrolmen off the patrol 
wagons and sending them on the beats. Their 
places can be taken by the second-class men 
and new men, who can thus learn police duty, 
It is probable that the Police Justices wilk _bé 
cut down from twenty-three to ten, or at most 
twelve. The bailiffs and clerks will be reduced 
in like proportion. 

Aska for Resignations. 

The following is the letter addressed by the 
Mayor to the Justices: 

Dear Sir: As I am contemplating a rearrange- 
ment of the various police courts, etc., it will be 
necessary to have the resignations of all magis- 
trates, clerks, and bailiffs in the city police 
courts. In accordance with the above you will 
kindly forward your resignation to this office at 
once and oblige Joun P. Hopxrns. 

‘IT am determined to save to the police 
force the 272 men whom the Council, 1n pass- 
ing the appropriation bill, agreed to drop,”’ 
said the Mayor. ‘ My idea im rearranging the 
police courts is to save money on that item of 
the appropriation bill to help toward making 
up the money necessary to keep them. I 
shall get the remainder of the money from 
some other item. I think we have more po- 
lice courts than we need, I see no reason 
why Police Magistrates should be employed 
in courts where the trial of the whole docket 
does not take more than an hour ortwo. Yet 
the average timespent in the service cf the city 
by some of these Police Magistrates is no 
greater. I think there should be a reduction 
in the number of these courts. It is probable 
the courts of the outlying districts will be 
abolished. 

“IT see no need of a clerk and an assistant 
clerk for each police court. Neither do I see 
the need of so many bailiffs.”’ : 

‘* Have you any information that these offi- 
cials have not been true to their trusts or 
have not been loyal to the city’s interests?” 

“ That I prefer not to talk about now.” 

Proofs of Crookedness. 

In conversation with a friend subsequently 
the Mayor said he had been furnished with 
proof that several of the police court clerks 
have been crooked. He has removed two for 
crookedness during the last month and others 
will have to go. As tothe police matrons he

The Mayor, however, does 
not confirm this rumor. It is said, too, that 
there will be a shaking-up at the Harrison 
Street Station, but 'the Mayor does not con- 
firm this.

Prosecuting Attorney Asay, who is most 
interested in the outcome of this movement, 
thinks the number of police courts can profit- 
ably be decreased. He would like it if the 
number of courts were reduced to seven that 
he might have an assistant prosecutor at each 
court. 

A number of Police Justices were seen and 
without exception said they will send in their 
resignations upon receipt of the Mayor's 
letter. 

The Mayor has not yot decided what to do 
with the two Police Inspectors for whum the 
Couricil refused to appropriate. He would 
prefer to retire them on pensions, but. may 
conclude to reduce them to the rank of Cap- 
tain, whenever a vacancy may occur.

Chicago and other cities will here- 
after be brought into the system by which 
each collection is audited and verified from 
the orignal papers.

They Make a Demonstration at the Do- 
minion Capital.

WAR BEGUN ON THE JESUITS IN MEXICO. 


Bishop De Oca Starte It by a Decree of 
Expulsion int Hidalgo. 

Hipawco, March 6.—The expulsion of the 
Jesuits from Mexico is causing much serious 
thought among those having the welfare of 
the republic at heart. The first blow has been 
struck at Jesuitism by the expulsion of the 
Jesuits ‘in the college of this city by Bishop 
Montes de Oca and today they are all out of 
power in San Luis Potosi and have been or- 
dered to leave at once. Bishop de Oca has as 
yet assigned no official reason for his <action. 
Matters have been in an orninous state for 
many months. Many efforts have been made 
to bring peace again in the divided ranks of 
Catholicism, but have been unavailing. When 
the Bishop made announcement of his final 
decision of expulsion of the Jesuit fraternity 
every possible pressure was brought to bear 
and every known subterfuge employed to pre- 
vent the carrying out of the edict of -banish- 
ment, but to no avail. It is freety predicted 
that it is the beginning of trouble, and that 
this is the first outbreak of a deep-seated and 
growing opposition to Jesuit domination 
which is felt in all parts of the republic, It 
is thought the action of Bishop Montes de 
Oca will be the sign for an uprising in many 
parts of- the country against the Jesuits, and 
that if they are not expelled they will be 
shorn of a large part of their power.

STIR IN SUGAR. 


QERTIFIOATES JUMP RAPIDLY TO 
PAR AT NEW YORK. 


Great Excitement Follows Manipulation of 
the Stock—A Rise of $12 a Share Oc- 
curs In as Many Minutes, but Values 
Quickly Recede—Bears Become Panic- 


Stricken and Lose Heavily~Opinion’ 


Expressed That the Trust Will Lose by 
the Deal. 


New York, March 6.—[Special.]—Sugar 
certificates, which Monday had: risen $5 a 
share, left off at 89%{, atter transactions in 
120,000 shares, very hearly one-third of ‘the 
entire issue. The stock opened this morning 
at 89 and under heavy sales fell to 88ina 
few minutes. Smdll bear speculators and 
room traders, who counted upon a reaction 
after Monday’s rise, were emboldened by 
what they regarded as a fulfillment of their 
prophecies that tie stock had been marked up 
too high, and upon the apparent weakness they 
Their joy was 
A few transactions and 


to 90%, then 93, and on and on until par 
value was touched. Persons who have never 
seen the Stock Exchange in a flurry or a panic 
can draw no mental picture of the’ scene 
which ensued, It is like nothing elee on earth, 
or anywhere else, save possibly in the vivid 
depiction of an inferno with all the inhabit- 
ants let loose. 

Two hundred sereaming, perspiring, strug- 
gling, half-frantic, gesticulating brokers par- 
ticipated in the wild turbulence, Hats were 
smashed, clothing was rent, but none heeded 
such trifles. The reason for this was plain to 
those who realized the money value of each 
advance of a point—each advance which en- 
hanced the value of the capital stock by 
$375,000, 

After advancing from 88 to 92 the price 
began to jump in quarters. At 93 many stop 
orders were received, and at 93% the pace 
was even more rapid. The record of the 
transactions as shown by the tape conveys no 
idea of what was done on the floor of the ex- 
change. The record from 934 to par. was as 
follows: 200 at 9344, 300 at 93%, 500 at 
94, 200 at 95, 100 at 96, 200 at 97, 100 at 
98, 100 at 98, 100 at 98,100 at 99, 100 
at 99, 100 at 9944, and 440 at 100. 


Prices Recede Rapidly. 


At this point the buying ceased and the 
price receded even more quickly than it had 
advanced. The next sale was at 99%, then 
sales were made rapidly at 90, 9814, 98, 
9714, 06, 95, 044, 94, 93, and 9244, without 
a sale at the intervening fractions, and before 
the decline ended the stock sold down to 91. 
It then rallied again to 96, but afterward fell 
off again, and during the afternoon there was 
a great deal of trading between 91 and 92, 
with gradually falling prices until 90% was 
reached, at which the stock closed, a net ad- 
vance of but 4% over the opening, although 
the stock had fluctuated through nearly 24 
points. 

A peculiar feature of the advance from 
abéve 93 to par rests in the fact that it was 
all accomplished in almost one minute. The 
preferred stock was not materially influenced 
by the phenomenal fluctuations in the com- 
mon variety. Its highest, lowest, and closing 
prices were 92, 89, and 89°{. Commission 
brokers as well as traders had some remarka- 
ble experiences during the flurry.

Great Excitement Prevails. 


The excitement was such that.usually cool- 
headed men were swept off their feet. . A rise 
of $12 a share in about as many minutes was 
something so unprecedented that the cry of a 
**corner’’ was raised on the floor, and the 
traders would scareely have been surprised if 
the price had jumped to 150, The general 
opinion of experts was that ‘‘ some one had 
blundered”’ and fired off a big gun prema- 
turely. The jump and the fall were so rapid that 
only 15,000 shares in all were dealt in 
from 93 up to 100 and down again to 91. 
When the buyers began bidding for stock the 
bears became panic-stricken and their frantic 
bids rushed the quotation up to 100. In- 
stantly the brokers with selling orders rushed 
into the fray and ina minute their offerings 
had depressed the price to 91, * Very badly 
managed’’ and ‘‘a badelip on somebody's 
part’’ were the universal comments of pro- 
fessional operators upon the whole incident. 
That the brokers were surprised and then ex- 
cited hardly needs to be told, and then when 
all was over, and it was learned that 169,000 
shares of the stock had been dealt in, no one 
appeared competent to form any reliable 
idea as to whatitall meant. But every one 
had something to say about the sugar trust 
magnates and their lobbying tactics, and it 
was the ge.eral belief that they were-at the 
bottom of the flurry. Attention was called 
to the fact that some time ago the trust mag- 
nates had taken pains to inculcate the idea 
that they were not at all pleased with the out- 
look, and that they feared the tariff bill 
would not be to their interests. 


Hurts the Trust. 


Nobody could be found rash enough to de- 
clare that either the trust or its friends had 
suffered by the extraordinary fluctuations in 
its stock, but there were those who predicted 
that, far from helping the trust to secure the 
imposition of a duty on sugar, the move had 
driven home the last nail in the coffin of any 
such hope, for it would really have the effect 
of making hostile many of those Senators 
who might have been inclined to vote for 
sich a proposition. One ingenious theory 
was to the effect that there are two specu- 
lative factions in Washington, and that the 
party with the mogt intimate knowledge of 
Wall street methods had squeezed the other, 
who had a short interest in the stock. 

The bears were exceedingly disconsolate 
over the squeeze, and one trader said: ** We 
have met our Waterloo today.’”’ The move-

Edison Takes Fort}-six Pictures of the 
Strong Man in One Second. 

New York, March 6.—[Special.]—The 
latest development of Edison’s genius in the 
line of photography, on which he has been 
working for the last five years, the kineto- 
scope, was practically completed a few 
days ago, and in casting about for a unique 
subject for the first photograph by the new 
process Edison chose Sandow. The main 
principle of the kinetoseope consists in the 
taking of a great number of tnpres- 
sions by a camera in a_ limited 
space of time, thus obtaining a continu- 
ous photograph of the entire motion of a 
person. The photographs follow each other 
in such rapid succession that no lapse of time 
can be detected batween the impression re- 
corded, and the series of pictures becomes 
in effect one picture. Forty-six pictures 
are taken in one second, and the exposure 
lasts twenty seconds, the length of time re- 
quired to unroll the band. The opening in 
the camera is only three inches in width, and 
the pictures are an ineh square, though the 
inventor says he will be able to take pictures 
ofa larger size soon. The piates secured 
were declared perfect. :

Mysterious Attack on Night Watchman 
Bruce in Indianapolis.

building. - Bruce says at midnight some one 
knocked at the door, and when he opened he 
was commanded by the robber to throw up 
his hands.

A THIEF. 


ORLA 0. GREGORY OONFESSES TO ROB- 
BING A BANK. 


aLotihitie Cashier of the Dexter, Mich., Sav- 
ings Institution Steals $3,162, Butts His 
Head Against the Vault Door, and Says 
He Was Sandbagged—Sharp Detective 
Gets Him Into a Corner and He Owns 
Up=Arrest Follows<Last of an Indiana 
Gang of Thieves Arrested. 


Dexter, Mich., March 6,.—[Special.]—A 
Dexter idol has fallen anda young man on 
whom every resident of the village would have 
staked his last cent that he had never done an 
unworthy action stands a-confessed thief and 
is now in jail. He is Orla C. Gregory, assist- 
ant cashier of the Dexter Savirfgs Bank. Last 
Thursday morning Cashier Newkirk found 
young Gregory lying upon the floor of the 
bank vault apparentiy unconscious. His 
head was bruised. This helped out his story 
that he had been sandbagged by two masked 
men after they had compelled him to open 
the vault at the point of a pair of revolvers. 
Coin and bills were found scattered all over 
the floor ot the vault and $3,162 was missing, 
including a bag of gold and a bag of silver 
coin. Gregory appeared to be quite severely 
hurt, and recovered slowly. In the afternoon 
he appeared upon the streets and, being popu- 
lar, was the hero of the hour. 

The thing was a mystery so far as the sup- 
posed rubbers were concerned, as not a soul 
had been seen to either leave or enter the 
bank that morning, nor had strangers been 
seen in the town in days. Then the robbers’ 
knowledge of the hour of opening the bank. 
the fact that Gregory was< alone early, and 
that the time lock released its nold at 7:30 
o'clock seemed peculiar. But Gregory was 
not suspected by either bank officials or thé 
people. ‘The local officers were all at sea, 
although $750 offered for the capture of the 
crooks and the return of the money put them 
on their mettle. Last night the bank people 
sent to Detroit for Detective Baker of the 
municipal service. It seems he at once sus- 
pected Gregory. At noon he searched an un- 
used room in the rear of the bank offices. Be- 
hind a box up against the rear of the vault 
was found the two bags containing $312 -in 
va and $638 in silver coin stolen from the 
vauit, 

Gregory had not been at the bank during 
the entire forenoon, as he said he was in pain 
from his sandbagging. He was requested to 
step over to the bank and did so at once, sus- 
pecting nothing. The trend of Baker’s qugs- 
tions soon startled him, however, and when 
the detective produced the bags of coin and 
charged him with the job‘the boy went all to 
pieces and confessed. He said the remainder 
of the money, $2,200, was at home ina 
drawer. It was found there shortly after. 
Gregory broke down and cried like a child 
when he met his father. He said he did not 
know why he did it, as he had no urgent use 
for the money. He had thought of the scheme 
for some time. 
taken to jail. 

A strange feature.of the sensation is that the 
young man’s father, J. V. N. Gregory, was 

esterday ‘elected Mayor of Dexter, defeating 
i. Wirt Newkirk, cashier of the bank, under 
whom the young man worked, Young Greg- 
ory himself was a candidate on the village 
Democratic ticket for Treasurer with his 
father, but was defeated. He has been Treas- 
urer of the village for the last two years. 
Whether or not his accounts with the village 
ure straight is as yet unknown. Gregory ~s 
to make his sandbagging story good he 
bucked his head repeatedly against the vault 
door until he nearly fainted with pain. 

President Birkett of the bank, who is one of 
the wealthiest men in this section of Washte- 
naw County, says,.while he is glad the money 
is recovered, on young Gregory’s account he 
would rather personally have stood the entire 
loss than to have had it turn out as it has. “I 
am ready to believe anything possible about 
anybody,’’ Mr. Birkett said. 

Gregvry’s father-in-law, Charles H. Van 
Riper, is a director in the bank and a wealthy 
nan, and the young man’s prospects were 
better than perhaps any man of his years in 
town. He married a little more than a year 
ago, and has besides his young wife one child. 
His father, who also is rich, intended to build 
him a handsome home this year. 

Gregory is 22 years ofageandas [far as 
known has no vices. His salary was fairly 
liberal, and both hisown people and his wife’s 
father had been generous to him. His wife is 
but 20 years of age, pretty, sensible, and a 
favorite in society. She is prostrated by the 
shock, and moaningly denies the truth of the 
story. Itis not believed Gregory has ever 
played cards for money or speculated in any 
form. 


FIGHT TO HOLD THEIR OFFICES, 


Arguments Before the Supreme Court in 
Michigan Amendment Cases, 

Lansina, Mich., March 6.—[Special.)—Ar- 
guments were made in the Supreme Court to- 
day in the quo warranto proceedings brought 
to determine the title of Secretary of State 
Jochim, Treasurer Hambitzer, and Land 
Commissioner Berry to their respective offices. 
They still hold possession in spite of the 
orders of removal made by Gov. Rich two 
weeks ago. By stipulation of counseia test 
was mnade in the case of Secretary of State 
Jochim, the two other officials being bound to 
abide by the result. 

The principal argument for the officials was 
made by Fred A. Baker of Detroit, who de- 
nied the power of the Governor to reimove his 
clients for any neglect of duty in thefr capa- 
city as canvassers. The historical facts lead- 
ing up to the adoption of the amendment, the 

rincipal one being the defalcation of State 

‘reasurer McKinney, and the language of the 
constitutionai amendment of 1862 were cited 
in support of the contention that this amend- 
ment giving the Gevernor power to remove 
for gross neglect of duty referred only to 
neglect of officials in their executive capacity 
and did not apply to them as members of a 
board. Mr. Baker said the making 
of a canvass was in no_- sense 
either an administrative or executive. act but 
a political act and as such was subject to re- 
view only by the Legislature. The constitu- 
tional provision under which the. Governor 
proceeded was declared to be subordinate to 
the Federal Constitution which provided that 
no citizen should be deprived of life, liberty, 
and property without due process of law. He 
scouted tne idea that the action of the Gover- 
nor in making the charge, acting as juror, and 
pronouncing sentence could be properly 


ing of the Federal Constitution. 

r. Baker was followed by Harrison Geer 
chief counsel for Gov. Rich. Mr. Geer said 
if the Governor had power to remove such 

wer could not be reviewed by the courts. 

e declared that the Executive had no pride 
of opinion in this matter, no desire to remove 
unless he had the undoubted right to do so, 
and no desire to bring shame upon any man 

ubless that person had done something to 

bring it upon himself. The only questions 
involved were, he said, whether an owmis- 
sion to discharge a duty constituted. gross 
neglect, and whether this provision of 
the State Constitution conflicted with the Fed- 
eral Constitution. He declared the Governor 
preferred no charges, having simply cited the 
officials to answer to allegations of neglect 
which had been brought to his attention, and 
consequently could not be accused of having 
prejudged the case. The neglect of duty al- 
1eged consisted not in doing auything wrong, 
but notin performing the most important 
duty prescribed by law, and it was insisted 
that if this was not gross neglect of duty 
nothing could be conceived that was. 

Referring to Mr. Baker’s contention that the 
accused officials could not be removed from 
their executive offices because of gross neglect 
of duty as a member of the board, Mr. Geer 
argued that any duty which the Constitution 
and laws provide should be done by the Sec. 
retary of State, for instance, was a duty 
directly pertaining to the office of ‘Secretary 
of State, and that it made no difference 
» whether it was to be done by the Secretary of 
State alone or by him together with other 
State officers. — 

Judge Cahill, of counsel for the Governor, 
argued briefly to the effect that the Secretary 
of State could not be removed asa canvasser 
by any power whatever, except ashe was re- 
pa as Secretary of State, because so long 
as he held the latter office he would continue 
to be a canvasser. Authorities were cited to 
show that neglect to do an act which ought to 
have been done constituted misconduct and 
willful maladministration, although there

The suits 
are apparently amicable, and are probably 
the first cases involving this question ever 
brought in this Commonwealth.

The Republican County Executive commit- 
tee met yesterday and decided to push the 
cases against the parties accused of ballot box 
frauds and fraudulent naturalization at the 
last election.

It was also resolved to make a thorough 
investigation of the list of judges and clerks 
recentiy appointed by the Elettion Board and 
confirmed by the County Court. It is well 
understood that this list is not favorable to 
the Republicans and that in some of the wards 
the judges and clerks were selected with an eye 
singie to their use at the primaries and on the 
registration days next October. 

As the dates of the primariés approach the 
candidates for Aldermen and town officers 
are beginning to hustle. ‘“ Bill’? Skakel hav- 
ing obtained the indorsement of the Carter 
Harrison Democrats in the First Ward is go- 
ing to runas an poy ys against Ald. 
Coughlin, who will be Democratic noml- 
nee. The Republicans can elect an Alder- 
man from this ward if they name the right 
man. J. Irving Pearceand E. R. Brainerd 
are mentioned. Either could win. 

It looksas if the east end Republicans of 


nominee again, and the Democrats will give 
him a close run if they nominate C. F. Guen- 
ther or Leopold Moss. An attempt has been 
made to bring out a candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomination against Ald. Hepburn in the 
Fourth Ward. But thus far it has not suc- 
ceeded. John Kralovec, a leading Bohemfan, 
is being urged to run as the Republican can- 
didate in the Ninth Ward. e Democrats 
are likely to have three candidates here— 
Rohde, regular, Cullerton. and*one Sabath.

REPUBLIOAN GAINS AT THE MUNIO- 
IPAL ELEOTIONS.

Ripples Which Foretell the Coming of the 
Protective Tariff Tidal Wave — New 
York Cities and=Towns Turn Out Dem- 
ocratic Of¥ceholders=In Troy Murphy’s 
Heelers Fire on Some Republicans, Kill- 
ing One Man and Wounding a Second 
«Two of the Repeaters Injured. 

New York, March 6.—The electioh returns 
from the various counties of the State show 


decided Republican gains. They have made 
gains in some districts that the Democrats 
held to be essentially their own. In Geneva 
the Republicans made a clean sweep. Every 
one of their eandidates was eiected by an 
overwhelming majority. In Rochester the 
Republicans are jubilant over the outcome of 
the election, their candidate for Mayor having 
been elected by a majority of 8,000. In Lit- 
tle Falls not a Democrat was elected, Every 
Town in Wayne County shows Republican 
gains, In Gloversville the Board of Aldermen 
is entirely Republican. Che returns from Rock- 
land, Washington, Essex, Clinton, and Greene 
Counties ull show that the Republicans have 
either held their own or made large gains. 
Lansingburg elected the entire Republican 
ticket by over 1,200 majority. Last year the 
Democratic majority was 565. ‘Saratoga 
County went Republican by increased ma- 
jorities. In. Ithaca the Republicans gained 
a decided victory. 

Late returns show that the Board of Super- 
visors Of Washington County will be the saine 
as the last board—thirteen Republicans and 
four Democrats. In Oneida County the Re- 
publicans have gained one seat in the Board 
of Supervisors. ‘Che Democrats in Rochester 
gained three seats in the Common Council. 
The new Board of Supervisors will be about 
the same as the old one. In Monroe County 
it is considered probable that the Republic- 
ans will capture several seats from the Demo- 
crats inthe Board of Supervisors, 

In Oswego the. fight was between Cleveland, 
Hill, and Platt and anti-Piatt Democrats and 
Republicans. The anti-Piatt Republicans 
elect four Aldermen, against two each for the 
Cleveland Democrats and Piatt Republicans. 
In the new Board of Supervisors the anti- 
Platt Republicans will have a majority of 
at leést four. The new Dutchess County Board 
of Supervisors will have a Republican major- 
ity of thirteen. Last year the Democrats 
elected fourteen Supervisors. Today they 
elected seven. , 

Late this evening the returns show a Demo- 
cratic victory in the Town of Albion. 

Rensselaer County’s Board of Supervisors 
will stand sixteen Republicans and thirteen 
Democrats. Last year the board stood eleven 
Republicans and eighteen Democrats. 


KILLED IN A TROY ELECTION ROW. 


Repeaters in the Murphy. Gang Fire on 
Republicans Who Challenge Them, 
Ausany, N. Y., March 6.—[Special.]—One 
man was killed and three were wounded today 
ina fight atthe pollsin Troy, the home of 
Senator Murphy. Robert- Ross, the man 
killed, wasa Republican, as was his brother 
William, who was wounded. The other 
wounded men belonged to the Hill-Murphy 
faction. This tragedy is the culmination of 
an exciting campaign against the Demo. 
cratic ring. Representative citizens of Troy, 
including a large number of clergymen, 
waited upon Gov, Flower last Friday and 
urged him to sign a bill passed by 
the Legislature granting Troy 
pattisan boards of inspectors. He had 
signed similar laws for Albany and Lansing- 
burg. But the conditions were different in 
these places. The Hill-Murphy faction was 
on the outs while in Troy this faction held 
control of the election machinery and the 
police. But Gov. Flower found a technical 
objection to the bill and declined to sign it. 
The citizens then gave up ope of securing 
relief and decided if possible to prevent 
some of the repeatin The principal candi- 
dates for Mayor weré the present incumbent, 
Dennis J. Whelan, nominated by the Demo- 
crats opposed to Murphy, and indorsed by 
the Republicans and Francis J. Malloy named 
as an independent candidate by the Murphy 
faction of Democrats and disgruntled Repub- 
licans. Besides these were three other candi- 
dates who ftiguredf/in a small way. The Thir-. 
teenth Ward was‘ selected for the most of the 
dirty work, and the repeaters were kept on 
the go from one polling place to the other 
constantly. The Republican inspectors were set 
at defiance by the organized gang of repeaters. 
At last a determined stand was. made against 
further frauds. A number of respectable citi- 
zens, when * Bat”’ Shea. * Jerry ” Cleary, 
and several other repeaters came over from 
the Third District votre, challenged their 
right. The repeat made threats that they 
would vote and itis alleged they “drew re- 
volvers. Then several others pulled 
revolvers and general firing ensued, 
Robert Ross and William Ross, members of 
the firm of Ross Bros., valve manufactur- 
ers, fell. Robert's wound was fatal, the bul- 
let penetrating the braid. William’s injury 
was in the head. Bat Shea was also burt in 
the head and was removed toa saloon, where 
he was placed under arrest. The others had 
not been arrested up to midnight. The Ross 
brothers were Republicans, well connected, 
and were unmarried. Malloy, the ring candi- 
date, was elected by 1,100 plurality. At mid- 
night it was ascertained that another man was 
mortally wounded at the Troy election in the 
Thirteenth Ward tragedy. John McGough, 
one of the alleged gang of repeaters who par- 
ticipated in the bloody riot, was found at his 
home suffering from the effects of a bullet 
wound in his abdomen. 


LOCAL OPTION GAINS IN IOWA, 


Decisive Fight Likely in Both Houses To- 
day=Harsh’s New Revenue Bill. 


Des Motes, Ig., March 6,—(Special.]— 
It appears that there is a rocky path in front 
of the House committee’s bill on the temper- 
ance question. This morning Chairman 
Funk introduced a bill on this subject that 1s 
similar to that introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Finn early in the sessions and in- 
definitely postponed. The bill proposed the 
following amendment to the present pro- 
hibitory law: ** Provided, that any city or 
incorporated town may provide by ordinance 
such further methods of regulating and con- 
trolling the sale of intoxicating liquors as 
shall best serve the cause of temperance and 
morality.” 

When interviewed on the subject Chairman 
Funk said: ‘ I gave notice to the committee 
before they left the room at the time they de- 
cided to recommend the committee bill that 
I would kill the bill on account of the clause 
in it that provides fcr the suspension of the 
present prohibitory law. I consider that 
suspension clause immoral, As between 
local option anda bill with this suspension 
feature I infinitely preferred local option as 
being less mischievous and more conditctive 
to the moral interests of the State.”’ 

One member said today that there were not 
over twenty votes in the House for the com- 
mittee bill. **When the bill comes up for 
discussion tomorrow,”’ he said, * it will prob- 
ably be considered for a short time and then 
an effort will be made to substitute the Dem- 
ocratic bill for it. That will be voted down. 
Then the bill that wa8 introduced‘ today by 
Mr. Funk will be @ffered as; a substitute. 
That may meet tne same fate as 
the Democratic measure. By this time 
there is a proba bility that the 
Senate may have passed the Carpenter bill 
and have sent it over here. If they have not 
done so by that time it will be offered any- 
how by some of the members as a substitute 
for the pending measure and then the real 
fight will come and I would not be at ail sur- 
prised to see a local option bill finally pass 
It may be possible that the re- 
sult will be reached through the aid of some 
of the Democratic votes, but I think tha 
such an outcome is probable,’’ , 

Tonight two important-conterences of Re- 
publican members of the House were held. 
A number of the friends of local option met 
at the Savery Hotel, among them Representa- 
tives Chassel, Trewin, avison, Cornwall, 
Myerlee, and others. The prospect of secur- 
ing the ge of a local option measure 
in the House was discussed and the mem- 
bers declared that they believed that the 
sentiment in that direction was growing. It 
was said that if the members favoring local 
option would vote to pass the resolution for 
resubmnission it was believed that some

The Senate Committee on Suppression this 
afternoon voted to report the Dent bill for 
manufacturing back to the Senate without 
recommendation. The members of the com- 
mittee were not opposed to a measure to per- 
mit the manufacture of liquors, but. they 
thought the Dent bill was not restrictive 
enough, and several of them fuvored attach- 
ing an additional section to the Carpenter bill 

allow manufacturing. 

— the Senate this afternoon the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means reported the Harsh 
bill for the revision of the revenue laws with 
amendments, The theory of the bill is to re- 
duce taxation by bringing to light all property 
in the State and assess it once only at its fair 
cash value. To raise the assessment to the 
eash value of the property and reduce levies 
accordingly runs ail through the bill. The 
assessor devotes the first year of his term to 
assessing personal property and the last year 
to the assessment of real estate. All real 


every second year thereafter. Any person re- 
fusing to list his property to the assessor or 
make oath of affirmation shall be liable toa 
penalty of $100, and the assessor shall note 
the fact upon the assessment rolls and, after 
assessing the property according to the best 
information obtainable, shall add 30 per 
cent as a penalty, and this shall not be re- 
bated vor the taxes remitted. A married 
woman shall list the property belonging to 
herself separate and apart from her husband. 
The exemptions are largely changed from 
those under the present law and include all 
the implements of a farmer, all professional 
and private libraries, household and kitchen 
furniture. The soldicr exemptions have been 
added to and include a hoinestead not to ex- 
ceed $500 in value, provided that a soldier is 
able to perform manual labor. To obtain 
exemptions on account of United States notes 
and bonds it must be conclusively shown to 
the assessor that the holder has held them in 
good faith for at least sixty days prior to Jan. 
1 of the assessment year. 

Taxes may be rebated by Boards of Super- 
visors on property destroyed by tornadoes 
provided the ioss is not covered by insurance. 

The bill forbids the deduction of debts from 
the atnount of the property to be listed, which 
has heretofore been done, to find the amount 
for which the property is taxable, In case the 
owner is unknown it -provides that the prop- 
erty shall be assessed to the person holding 
the last recorded deed. The bill provides for 
the assessing of commission merchants, grain 
and coal! dealers, and the warehouse granaries, 
warehouses, etc., located on the lands 
of railroad com panies. All prop- 
erty in the hands of pawn brokers 
shall be assessed ata fair cash value. Per- 
sons or corporations doing business in more 
than one assessment district are to be taxed 
where the principal place of business is lo- 
cated and members of firms are liable for the 
taxes. The stocks of goods belonging to mer- 
chants are to be assessed upon the basis of the 
last inventory, but the assessor may at his 
discretion take a new inventory himself, 
The bill provides that machinery in - man- 
ufactu establishments shall be as- 
sessed as real estate and shares of capi- 
tal stock shall be exempt. Moneys, and 
credits, and corporation shares, except as spe- 
cially provided for, are to be assessed at the 
full par or face value. Ali real estate owned 
by railroads and used in the operation of the 
line, and also all railroad bridges across the 
Missiasippi and Missouri Rivers owned by 
such corporations, are’ to be assessed in t 
counties where they are loca as ist 
property of individuals. In regard to min- 
eral lands where different parties own the 
surface and the mineral rights the assessment 
of the property 1s to be divided between the 


companies shai make a statement vf their 
business the same as private banks. The bill 
also provides that. corporations shall be liable 
for taxes of stockholders. Street» railway, 
electric light and gasworks, and water- 
shall be assessed in the district where the 
machinery is located, but lands and detached * 
property where found, and where all the prop- 
erty is so assessed the owners of the shares of 
capital stock shall be exempted from taxation, 

The State tax shall not be higher than one 
mill on the dollar. The maximum levy unm ~~ 
der the new law shall not exceed 50 por cent 3 
of the present rates. The bill provides that | 
there shall be a tax on direct inheritances of - 
1 per cent above $50,000 and 5 per cent 
above $1,000,000; all other inheritances 5 
per cent on sums of $5,000 and upwards to 
$100,000, above which figure it is 10 per 
cent, and 10 per cent on all property descend- 
ing to non-resident aliens, 25 per cent of this 
tax to go to the county and 75 per cent to the 
State. The bill provides that the State Treas- 
urer shall collect a franchise tax of of 1 
per cent of the amount of capital stock of all 
corporations hereafter organized under the 
laws of this State, except church, benevolent, 
and kindred purposes. All insurance com- 
panies doing business for profit shail pay into * 
the State Treasury 2 per cent of their premium 
receipts each year in lieu of all other State 
and local taxes except on real and tangible 
property, which shall be taxed the same as 
other property.

Maine cities 
and towns have been in the habit of going 
Republican, but Monday they nearly doubled 
up their majorities, and in most of the cities 
put in solid bodies of Aldermen. Up in Dar- 
lington, a Wisconsin Democratic stronghold, 
on the same day the Republicans elected their 
entire ticket for the first time in the history 
of the place. Wait till November. These pre- 
liminary skirmishes are omens ofa general 
Waterloo; 1894 will be remembered as the 


Democratic black year. 


The McKinley bill passed the House of 
Representatives and was sent to the Senate 
on the 21st of May. On the 18th of the fol- 
lowing month it was reported back to the 
Senate from the Finance committee with 
numerous amendments. The Wilson bill 
passed the House and was sent to the Senate 
on the Ist of February, almost five weeks 
ago. It was referred to the Committee on 
Finance, whose Democratic members placed 
it in the hands of a subcommittee, composed 
of Messrs. Jones of Arkansas, Mills of Texas, 
and Vest of Missouri—three Southern mem- 
bers, the last of whom had had legislative 
experience at Richmond as well as at Wash- 
ington, having been a member of the Confed- 
erate House and Senate. 

The bili is still in the hands of the subcom- 
mittee. One would have supposed that these 
three able Southern statesinen, all of whom 
pretend to be thoroughly acquainted with the 
tariff question, and who certyinly have mace 
innumerable speeches about it, would have 
finished their work in less time than it took 
the Republicans of the Finance committee to 
get through with theirs in 1890. And yet 
they still hang on to the bill, 

In 1846 but twenty-six days intervened be- 
tween the passage of the Walker tariff bill by 
the House and its passage by the Senate. The 
Southern Democrats of that day at least 
knew how to put their tariff ideas in the form 
of a bill and to put it through House and Sen- 
ate without delay. When Mr. Abram Hewitt 
said that “‘the Representatives who sit in 
Congress from the South are not up to the 


|.etandard either of the great men who former. 


ly sat there or of the demands of the situa- 
‘tion’? he should have included the. Senators 
also. Said Hewitt: ‘‘ i know your Southern- 
ers in Washington. I know them to.be hon- 
est, truthful, gallant. ButlI also know them 
to be ignorant. Itis the only word that fits 
—blank crass ignorance.”’” Some may at- 
tribute to that ignorance the utter legislative 
incapacity they are displaying. : 

The Southern Senators of 1846 had a tariff 
policy which was set forth in their platform. 
They knew enough to prepare and pass a tar- 
iff billin accordance with it.. The platform 
of the Democrati@ party of today is plain 
enough on thetariff question, but neither the 
Democratic Representatives nor Senators 
seem to be able to frame a bill in accordance 
with it. The latter are flirting one day with 
the protectionists and the next with the free 
traders. Purely protective duties are im- 
posed one day and taken off the next. 

The Southern Democratic Senators of 1846 
did not open the doors of the committée 
room to allow manufacturers and working. 
men to be heard, but they did not open their 
doors and éars to the arguments and entreaties 
of ‘a sugar trust. At that time no South- 
ern Senator stood with one foot within the 
Senate and the other on the threshold of the 
Supreme Court, lingering in the former that 
he might get a protective and ‘ unconstitu- 
tional’’ duty for the benefit. of one of the 
products of his State. | 

The Finance committee of 1846 did not 
jiggle the duties on sugar or anything else up 
and down, the news of their doings leaking 
out in mysterious ways and influencing the 
stock market, The Southern Senators half a 
century ago took no interest in stock specula. 
tions, were ignorant of the ‘“ ticker,” and 
would not have been “students of one had it 
been in existence, The Democratic papers of 
1846 had no such dispatches as the following, 
which appears ina Democratic paper of 1894: 


The consequence has been a seemingly inter- 
minable tangle, an apparently hopeless delay, 
and a scandalous advantage to the speculators 
in stocks affected by the promised legislation. 
The speculation has not been confined to the out- 
siders. There are at least four members of the 
Senate who have made money out of sugar. One 
of them, who is an Eastern Democrat, is said to 
have cleared up to a week ago $72.000. Another 
one, who represents a Republican State, although 
he is a Democrat, has made considerably more. 
One estimate places it as high as a million, but 
that is extravagant. The probabilities are that a 
hundred thousand dollars fully represents his 
profits. A Western Democratic Senator who al- 
ways speculates through a‘ trusted friend, is said 
to be ahead of the game. He has several friends 
who have been dealing largely in sugar trust 
stocks, and one of them who got the tip last 
night made a few thousands today. 

When will the Senate Democrats settle 
down to their work and legislate so that the 
country may have someidea * where it is at’’? 
This uncertainty may please stdek specula- 
tors and may enable Senators to unload, bur 
it bears cruelly-hard on manufacturing and 


com mercial interests.

kins was challenged by a petition filed some 
weeks ago in the County Court. The peti- 
tioners stated that he owed his certificate of 
election to frauds committed in various wards 
and precincts and asked the court for an op- 
portunity to show that those frauds had been 
committed. At that time Mr. Hopkins said 
he was anxious to give them a chance, He 
wanted them to produce forthwith all the 
facts they pretended they had that he might 
“prove his title clear” to quafiers in the 
City Hall. But the lawyers in whose hafids 
he placed himself did not approve of that 
simple, straightforward way of doing busi- 
ness. It would have been in violation of 
legal etiquette and the great principle never to 
do anything today in a lawsuit which can be 
put off till next month. 

Hence application was made for twenty 
days’ time in which to file an answer. The 
time being up the counsel for the defendant 
‘has filed a long demurrer. He finds fault be- 
cause the petition does not show the spe- 
cial municipal election was called in’ a man- 
ner provided by law and because no facts are 
stated to show that Mr. Swift was nonr{nated 
by the Republican party. as alleged by the 
petition. It is objected also that the names 
of the persons who were alleged to lave voted 
are not given, accompanied by facts to show 
that they are not qualified voters, and that the 
names of the officers allowing such persons to 
vote are not specified.

It is 
possible, for the summer vacation must be 
borne in mind, that by next November the 
trial of the case may be near at hand. 

This is about what Taz Tarsunz prophesied 
at the time when Mr. Hopkins was saying he 
wanted those who denied he was honestly 
elected to put their charges in tangible form 
so he could meet them.

When it threat- 
ens to come he seeks to delay it on the ground 
that the petition does not show that there was 
a valid municipal election, that Mr. Swift was 
the Republican nominee, and that heis not 
made a party to the suit. He and his lawyers 
know that sort of legal twaddle amounts to 
nothing, and yet such is their anxiety to pre- 
vent an investigation of the alleged frauds of 
the special election of December that they 
asked for and got twenty days’ delay in which 
to prepare such stuff as this. 


ELEVATING THE TRACKS. 

The Mayor submitted at Monday night's 
meeting of the Council the ordinance which 
had been prepared under his direction for the 
elevation of the tracks of the Rock Island and 
Lake Shore roads. It is understood that it is 
satisfactory to the people of the territory ef- 
fected, and there is no apparent reason why it 
should not be. It provides for a depression 
of the streets ranging from about two to four 
feet, but.in return for that safe, unobstructed 
transit is seeured. 

The railroads, however, are not inclined to 
accept the ordinance. They want the eleva- 
tion to be a foot less than the ordinance pro- 
vides for. They do not want to pay for pav- 
ing the subways, and they object most 
earnestly to paying any part of the land dam- 
ages which may be occasioned by the vaca- 
tion of streets or by possible injury to 
property. 

The Mayor intimates that it might be proper 
for the city to pay the damages south of 
Twenty-second street. because there was but 
one street opened south of that when the rail- 
roads got their right of way. Those damages, 
he thinks, would be slight, but he insists that 
the roads should pay the damages north of 
Twenty-second street. They refuse to do it, 
claiming that they will .be very heavy. It is 
not known, however, that any estimate has 
been made of what they will be. It is possi- 
ble’that in many cases, both north and south 
of Twenty-second street, the property-owners 
next to the tracks will do like those along the 
Illinois Central and waive all claims for dam- 
ages. The general effect of elevation will be 
to increase the value of land near the inter- 
section of streets and the tracks, and not to 
lower it. | 

The Mayor pays the Rock Island and the 
Lake Shore roads a compliment, saying 
that— 

in my negotiations with the various railroad 
companies I was soon led to the conelusion that 
ameng ali of them there were particularly two 
which had both the pecuniary ability to elevate 
their tracks and an honest disposition to meet 
the authorities in a spirit of fairness and to co- 
operate with them in drafting a measure which 
would remedy the evil so much complained of, 
and, at the same time, impose no unnecessary or 
unjust burdens upon the companies. 

Nevertheless, the Mayor has been unable toa 
come to an agreement with them, though he 
has made all the concessions he thinks the 
city ought to make. As he says, if the city 
has the legal right to compel the roads to ele- 
vate at all, it has the right*to enforce an ele- 
vation which will make any depression of the 
streets unnecessary. But influenced by a de- 
sire to avoid litigation he was led to propose a 
compromise which he deems ‘* eminently 
just, fair, and equitable,’’ and yet the roads 
refuse to accept it. They ask more of the 
city than it has a right to give. 

There is nothing left to do, therefore, but 
to leave the matter to the arbitrament of the 
courts. That will take time, but there seems 
to be no way of avoiding the delay. The 
Mayor says to the Aldermen— 

In submitting this draft ldo not in any man- 
ner desire to prescribe, but merely to facilitate. 
your action. My duty is performed if I continue 
in the future as I have done in the past to urge 
uponyou at every one of your meetings the im- 
portance of giving to the people the necessary re- 
lief. You are the legislators, the power to act is 
yours in the first instance, and you will be held 
accountable for any unnecessary delay. While I 
do not claim perfection for the ordinance here- 
with submitted. you will find it useful in your 
further dehiberations upon this most important 
of all municipal subjects. But let me remind you 
that the eyes of th6usands of widows, of or- 
phans, and of cripples are upon you. The people 
are fully alive to the necessity of immediate and 
determined action’on your part. Iam firmly of 
the belief that the tracks ofthese two great 
trunk roads can be elevated if you will speedily 
adopt an ordinance substantially following the 
draft submitted. In case you will act promptly 
in reference to these two roads and make a be- 
ginning we will have a chance to dictate stricter 
conditions to the obstinate backsliders now de- 
fying the people in their most urgent and just 
demands. 

They should do what he recommends and 
take speedy action. The ordinance which is 
before them directs that the work of elevation 
must begin this year, but does not specify the 
exact date. That is left for the Aldermen to 
fix. When that time comes if the roads are 
still unwilling to obey the ordinance then 
legal proceedings should be begun against 
them. When a decision has been reached in 
favor of the city—there is no doubt the Su- 
preme Court will so decide—the other rail- 
ways will begin to beg for concessions they 
now refuse contemptuously. 


GEN. WARPER’S MISREPRESENTATIONS 
Gen, A. J. Warner, President of the league 
which has for its object the forcing of silver 
monometallism on this country, pretends to 
know that “‘ the free silver sentiment is grow- 
ing.”’..He says: ‘*The: other week a silver 
coinage league was formed in Boston com- 
posed of some of the leading minds of the 
town who were hitherto strong advocates of 
the. gold standard.” This talk is of a piece 
with most of the public utterances by War- 
ner.. The Boston meeting referred to, held 
Feb. 5, adopted a declaration of principles 
and purposes stating that its members are 
‘earnestly opposed to free coinage of siiver 
or any increased use of éilver by this country 
independent of international action and agree- 
ment.” This language is followed by the 
statement that the gentiemen named believe 
the repeal of the purchasing clause in the 
Sherman act affords a fitting and fortunate 
portunity for advancing the cause of inter- 
ational bimetallism, and that the day is not 
far distant when the necessities of commerce 
will compel an international use of silver as 
well as of gold. But the declaration gives no 
support whatever to the crazy quilt demand 
of Warner for the free coinage of silver on 
the basis of only 46 cents worth of silver in 
each dollar. The Boston men haveorganized 
fora movement in favor of an international 
agreement to treat silver on its merits, what- 
ever they may be determined by such agree- 
ment to be. They want an agreement under 


| Which the man who holds a thousand dollars’ 


worth of silver can pay it out on equal terms 
with the man who has possession of a thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of gold. 

Warner has estopped himself from the priv- 
ilege of claiming to be working on the same 
lines with the men in Boston. He has taken 
the position that the ratio of 16 to 1 must 
be insisted on, and that no other ratio will be 
accepted by him and his“ party.”’ Inas- 
much as the actual ratiois 35 to1 there is 


| 


such dolts as to agree on an effort to estab. 
lish the Warner ratio as between the na- 
tions. They would know that the Warner 
ratio could not be enforced as between the 
merchants. of different countries, and for that 
reason they could not stoop to the attempt 
to impose it upon international trade. 

In connection with his foolish complaint 
about the cessation of silver purchases War- 
ner says: ‘Weare feeling tye effects of the 
gold standard.’’ That is as much as to charge 


that a recent adoption of the gold standard 


‘*is what is the real matter with the country.”’ 
Yet he knows that we have been on that gold 
standard for many years, and that every ounce 


of silver purchased by the government was 


bought at its commercial value in terins of 
gold. So here again he is misrepresenting 
the facts by inference if not by direct state- 
ment, and all this is advanced by him as 
alleged reason for confidence that his prom- 
ised fight for the free coinage of silver at 
double its real value will be crowned with 
success. He has not the sense to see that 
while he has been clamoring for free silver 
coinage the silver situation has changed rad- 
ically, each month carrying it farther and far- 
ther away. from the possibility of grantmg 
what he demands. As well might he argue 
for establishing $2 as the price of a bushel of 
wheat in the Chicago market when it is pro- 
duced in great volume ata vost of less than 
50 cents on Western farms as to claim that 
silver is worth $1.2944 per ounce when it is 
produced in great quantity for half the 
money. 
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TXME SOUTH SIDE ELECTRIC ORDINANCE. 

The Council passed night before last an or- 
dinance giving permission to the South Side 
Street railway company to run its cars on a 
num ber of streets by electricity, using overhead 
wires. Among these streets are Archer avenue, 
Iwenty-sixth, Thirty-first, Thirty-ninth, and 
Fifty-firat. The action taken by the Mayor in 
reference to the North Chicago Electric rail- 
way indicates that he has no objection to over- 
head wires and that he wiil not veto the South 
Side ordinance on that ground. 

The peopie owning the property on the 
streets where that company wants to intro- 
duce the trolley system are not protesting. 
The probabilities are that they are so anxious 
for rapid transit that they are indifferent to 
the dangers of overhead wires. They have 
been told also that underground systems are 
a failure in this city in winter and that it must 
be the trolley or nothing. It will not be long 
before storage batteries will be cheap and 
effective. But the impatient people will not 


wait till then, and therefore a dangerous . 


method of transportation will be introduced 
ona number of important South Side and 
Hyde Park streets. 

But while the Mayor will not object to the 
overhead wires he will certainly return the 
ordinance to the Council for amendment. He 
must see to it that the poles are placed so as 
to make the wires as little dangerous as possi- 
ble, and also call attention to the fact that the 
compensation secured to the city is not suffi- 
cient. In the case of the North Chicago Elec- 
tric railway the Council was induced so to 
modify the ordinance as to make the com- 
pany pay a percentage of its gross earnings. 
It is easy to get at the gross earnings of a 
company. It is not so easy toget at the gross 
earnings of some of the branch lines operated 
by a company. Its system of bookkeeping 
might be such that their gross earnings would 
seem to be very small. In such cases, how- 
ever, it is possible to charge a fair mileage 
rental. 

It has been suggested also that the com- 
pany which is to get this extensive franchise 
be made to light by electricity all or most of 
the streets on which it wants to operate cars 
by electricity. This would cut down the city 
gas bills. In this or in some other way the 
South Side company must be made to do 
something for the city in return forall the 
city is asked to do for it. This is quite irre- 
spective of the fact that the South Side com- 
pany pays nothing at present beyond a trifling 
license fee of $50 per car. It has paid in ten 
years only $148,000. It ought to have done 
a great deal better than that. The Mayor 
must see to it that the ordinanse passed Mon- 
day night is amended in several respects, and 
especially that it is so changed as to provide 
for fair compensation to the city.

PLAYING INTO THE HANDS OF THE S8U- 
GAR TRUST. 

Tae Tripune’s advices from Washington 
state that there is only one cause for the delay 
over the tariff bill, and that cause is the influ. 
ence of the trusts. The statement was con- 
firmed yesterday by the boom in “ sugar.’’ 
The certificates in this and other trusts are 
manipulated by stock jobbers, while from 
one day to another the tariff bill is ‘* whip- 
sawed’’ to give them a chance to make money 
for themselves and principals who pull the 
wires in legislative circles at Washington, It 
is a most disgraceful state of affairs, and 
ought to cover with eternal shame the men 
who are thus playing fast and loose with the 
interests of a great nation that they may put 
a few dollars into their own pockets. 
According to this latest practical inter- 
pretation of the Democratic position in 
regard to free trade, any approach to that is 
to be perniitted only in the case of articles 
which are not pleaded for by some one or 
ones contributing to campaign funds, and the 
trusts stand in the front of the excepted par 
ties, though the latest National Democratic 
platform denounced the trusts and demanded 
‘the rigid enforcement of the laws made to 
preven and control then.’ That is Demo- 
cratic wonsistency with a vengeance, but it is 
of the kind always exhibited by Democrats 
when they get into power. The party is now 
selling itself out, ** body, soul, and breeches,”’ 
to the trusts, and not only preparing to let 
them have their own way in trade but en 
abling them to milk millions out of the pub- 
lic by trickery during the pendency of legis- 
lation in regard to the tariff. 
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THE Council Committee on Fire and Water

This 
report should be concurred in by the Council, 
Concurrence would be taken as a direction to 
the city authorities to collect the water taxes 
from all parties. The existing ordinances are 
illegal and the Corporation Counsel so holds, 
The proposed ordinance is not legal either. 
It is in conflict with the law and the Constitu: 
tion.

Shippers on ’Change reported yesterday 
they were offered a rate of 15 cents per 100 
pounds on grain to New York. This was 
a cent lower than Monday’s offer. The gen- 
eral impression among grain shippers was 
that rates would go still lower before the 
week was out. On account of the low rates to 
the seaboard by the railroads a cargo of 85,- 
000 bushels of rye, which was loaded on the 
big steamer Philip Minch early in the winter, 
was taken out yesterday at the Armour ele- 
vator and will be shipped by rail to New 
York.

A 
number of this class are in the levy by reason 
of Morgan’s acts. One deed he gave in trans- 
ferring property about the time of his failure, 
besides covering certain lands, included ‘ail 
landgin Michigan and Iliinois’’ owned by 
him. He was supposed ¢o be immensely 
wealthy and the claim of the plaintiff is- that 
he transferred ull this property to his wife 
without consideration, she leaving an estate 
of half a million.

Stock-Yards Exchange Adopts Stringent 
Rules Covering the Matter. 

The Stock-Yards committee, consisting of 
W. L. Tamblyn, G. F. Swift, E. J. Martyn, 
C. A. Mallory, and R, Nash, appointed to 
take action on the lumpy-jaw question, sub- 
mitted a stringent rule ‘for adoption yester- 
day. It will be posted ten days and then 
voted upon. A peflalty of $50 is prescribed 
for gny gnember of the exchange who buys or 
sells animals apparently suffering from the 
disease before they are examined by State in- 
spectors, the cattle first having been sur- 
rendered to the State authorities. Diseased 
or doubtful animals must be slaughtered at 
the expense of the owner at a_ special 
slaughter-house. When the carcass shows no 
disease it shall be returned to the owner, but 
if diseased it is to be saturated with kerosene 
so as to be rendered unfit for food and then 
tanked and disposed’of by the exchange, the 
proceeds to go to the owner, Provision is 
made for the appointment of agents to see 
that the rule is carried out.

SHAKE DICE FOR A SMALL FORTUNE, 


How the Ownership of an Option on a 
Gold Mine Was Settled. 

Philo Finlan of Butte, Mont., who is at the 
Leland, is the winner of the largest stake on a 
throw of the dice of record im the last few 
years. T'wo weeks ago Mr. Finlan was ne- 
gotiating with Gen. C. S. Warren for the pur- 
chase of a gold ciaitn in the Butte territory.

He raised to $35,000 before the 
negotiations had gone far. ‘* I saw that War- 
ren was determined to make me pay the $35.- 
000,” said Mr. Figlan. *‘ and | suggested 
that we shake dice. If Warren threw the 
highest I was to pay him $35,000 and take 
the option off his hands; if I threw the high- 
est number I was to have the option without 
paying aaything to Warren save his 10 ee 
cent commission. Warren took me up. e 
shook the dice. He threw first. I beat him 
three points. I’ve got the mine. It is not 
exactly a business way of settling a difference 
over the price of property but is a mighty 
easy way and saves a lot of troublie.”’ 


BRANTFORD, ONT., SWEPT BY FLOODS. 


Heavy Loases Resalt from the Breaking of 
the Ice in the Grand River. 


Brantford, Ont., March 6.—[Special.]— 
Yesterday the ice in the Grand River, which 
divides the city in half, began breaking up 
and the water to rise. People living on the 
‘*Flats’’ moved out, and soon the rush of 
water carried everything before it. Small 
dwellings, skating rinks,, boat houses, 
sheds, etc., were swept away, and 
water ran eight feet deep in the 
streets of West Brantford. There are 
several agricultural implement works, foun- 
dries, machine shops, and other factories 
along the canal banks, the lower stories of 
which were flooded and much expensive ma- 
chinery badly damaged if not entirely ruined, 
Two immense iron bridges belonging to 
the Grand Trunk and Toronto, Hamilton 
and Buffalo railways were moved nearly a 
foot out of place and the earthwofk ap- 
proaches thereto washed away for 100 feet at 
each end, in consequence of which traffic is 
suspended in several directions. The water is 
subsiding tonight but the damage to property 
is heavy. Reports from up-river towns give 
details of extensive damage resulting froin 
breaking away of mill dams.

BOMBS ON THETRACKS 


RIOTERS OAST STONES AND BRIOKS 
THROUGH STREET OAR WINDOWS. 


ee Men Are Struck and Reaten by 

ympathizers with the Youngstown, O., 
StrikerseSheriff Issues Call for Sixty 
Deputies=Men Are Being Massed in 
Fayetteville, W. Va.—Coke Ovens to Be 
Opened Up and Work te Be Given to 
7,500 Men. 

Younestowy, 0., March 6.—[Special.]—The 
first street railway riot that ever occurred. in 
this city was witnessed by thousands of citi- 
zens this afternoon on Centrai Square. It 
had been known that Manager A. A. Ander. 
son of the electric street railway company 
had been bringing outside men here to take 
the places of the strikers, and threats of riot- 
ing were freely made if the company should 
attempt to run the cars. It is said the strikers 
themselves took no part in the proceedings, 

At noon the first car, with Manager Ander- 
son as motorman and non-union men for 
guards, made its appeararice. One of the 


guards was J. B. Zumpe, the German Re- 


formed Church preacher. When the car 
reached Central Square; where 2,000 men 
had congregated, the trolley left the wire 
and the car came. to a stand- 
still. It was soon surrounded = and 
stones and bricks from the hands of the men 
and boys found their way through the win- 
dows. The conductor made several futile at- 
tempts to place the trolley on the wire. Stones 
began torain down faster than ever, and 
some of the new men taking the places of the 
strikers were hit, but not badly injured. An 
— was nade to derail the car by plug- 
ging the switches and also by exploding F cmeg 
mite cartridges onthe rails, but the car es- 
caped destruction. 

Another car which followed was handled in 
the sume rough manner. A passenger, Tom 
Terry, was pushed off the car by the non- 
union men and kicked brutally. 

A crowd congregated in front of the power- 
house this afternoon jeering at the imported 
men penned up there. A number of toys 
shoved two of the cars over the hill west of 
the power-house, smashing them in the collis- 
ion. Persons attempting to carry food to the 
besieged men this afternoon met with rough 
treatment from the mob, the edibles bem 
scattered over the sidewalk. Affairs present 
a very ugly appearance. 

The police are powerless and this evening 
Sheriff J. K. Orr was cailed upon for assist- 
ance. He ha issned summons for sixty 
deputies, the list including the most promi- 
nent business-men. The street railroad man- 
agement says the cars shall be run if the State 
militia has to be ealled out. An ugly time is 
expected tomorrow. 


STRIKERS GATHER AT THE JAIL, 


Two Gatling Guns Are Drawn Up to Eagle 
«To Liberate Prisoners. 

CHARLEstTon, W. Va., x 6.—There is 
unusual activity and secrécy at the military 
headquarters today. ¢I'wo gatling guns and 
a full supply of ammunition are on their way 
to Eagle. A large body of strikers has left 
Montgomery for Fayetteville for an attack 
on the county jail. The strikers will attempt 
to liberate their brethren confined there, 
They will be joined by another large body of 
men mnoving toward the same point from 
Mount Carbon. 

The crisis which was expected to come at 
Eagle last night failed to occur. Everything 
passed off quietly, Sheriff Hinman, making 
but.two more arrests. Walker Wyant and W, 
(’. Shaub, arrested with Col. Wyant Sunday, 
returned tv Eagle last night from Fayetteville 
with a guard,

THOUSANDS OF MEN TO GET WORK, 


Coke Ovens in the Connelisville Region to 
Ate Fired Up at Once. 

GreEensarre, Pa., March 6.—Information 
from a prominert official of the H. C. Frick 
Coke company is to the effect that within two 
weeks nearly every coke oven in the Connells- 
ville region will te fired up. The move will 
cover at least 90 per cent of ail the ovens in 
the region—more, it can be said, than have 
been in operation for three years, past. At 
the very lowest estimate 6,000 men who are 
now idle will be given employment. The Hun- 
garian and foreign element in the Connelils- 
ville region, it appears, was never so scarce as 
now, because hundreds have left within the 
last few months for their foreign homes. 
This fact will largely involve the employment 
of American labor at the work. This move 
on the part of the Frick company, it is also 
stated, is brought about by the great volume 
of orders coming from furnace companies 
and mills in various parts of the country. 
The McClure Coke company also will increase 
the percentage of working ovens fully 50 Pive 
cent, thus giving employment to about 1,500 
men who are now idle. 


Strike Threatens to Become General. 


Betvipvere, Ill, March 6.—{Special.]—The 
etrike in the National Sewing Machine factory in 
this city continues. The polishers did not go out 
today, but itis only a matter of time when the 
strike will be general if the officials do not grant 
the demands of the strikers. Tonight in Adelphi 
Hall 1,000 workingmen and citizens listened toa 
speech from M. H. Madden, President uf the State 
Federation of Labor. He advocated arbitratio 
but said if the strikers were not reinstate 
the factory would be boycotted throughout the 
country by organized labor and its business 
ruined. 


Cripple Creek Miners Resume. 

Crrepte Creex, Colo., March 6,—The Gold 
King, Strong Granite, and Washington mines 
have resumed operations on eight-hour shifts. 
The miners are now sanguine of compelling every 
mine in the camp to adopt the eight-hour law, 
The Anna and Lee will commence work in a few 
days on the miners’ terms.

Every poultry 
house in the neighborhood was entered and 
the question, “‘Got any loosters?”’ asked of 
the proprietor. But to each question was re- 
turned a negative. Finaliy, at South Water 
and Market streets their search was rewarded 
and a fowl of the required sex and color was 
at last obtained. The price, $1, was paid and 
the fowl was taken in charge by one of the 
two Orientals, who tucked it under his shirt,

While in Mexico 
hegwas prostrated by intestinal troubles and 
wanted to teturn to the States as quickly 
as possible, On reaching Pueblo he became 
worse and the party decided to return 
immediately to Chelsea, Mass., a suburb of 
Boston, where the family live. Mr. and Mrs. 
Frost and Dr. Copeland arrived in Chicago at 
9:10 a. m. yesterday over the Santa Fé from 
Kansas City. They intended leaving for Bos- 
ton last night over the Grand Trunk. On ar- 
— here Mr. Frost became suddenly worse 

r. Copeland saw ataglance that his 
jeath was only a question of afew hours. 
Mrs. Frost was told and she remained at her 
husband’s side until he breathed his last. The 
remains were prepared for transportation to- 
day to Chelsea, where the funeral will take 
place. Mrs. Frost was completely prostrated 
by her husband’s death. She was taken to the 
Auditorium Hotel for a rest. Albert F. Frost, 
the only son living, is expected this morning. 
Mrs. Frost was one of the lady managers of 
the Massachusetts Building at the World’s 
Fair. She wasa social favorite in Chicago 
last summer. 

[Rufus 8. Frost was born in Marlboro, N. H., 
in 1826 and removed with his mother to Boston 
when 7 years of a He had been twice Mayor 
of Chelsea. In 1 71-'72 he-was a member of the 
State Senate and in 1873-74 he was a member of 
the Governor's Council. In 1874 Mr. Frost was 
elected to the Forty-fourth Congress and served 
on the Committees on Railroads and Freedmen’s 
Affairs. He was also interested in several big 
woolen industries in the West and was a mill- 
ionaire several times over. He first engaged in 
the dry goods and woolen commission business at 
Boston under the firm name of Rufus Frost & Co. 
He devoted part of his time¢o banking. Six 
re ars ago he was appointed President of the 

‘orth National Bank of Boston. He established 
dry goods commission branches in New York and 
Chicago, and when he accepted the Presidency of 
the North National Bank he turned over his dry 
goods interest to his eldest son, Albert F. Frost, 
who is now manager of the New York house. The 
firm isnow known as Frost, Greely & Cushing, 
Mr. Greely being a son-in- law of Mr. and Mrs.

THEY ADMIT CHICAGO’S POSTAL NEEDS, 


Commission Will Do All in Its Power to 


Improve Local Facilities, 


Postmaster Hesing gave a private mips amy 
last night at the Richelieu to the Postal 
mission and heads of departments in his Post- 
office, in all eighteen. ‘The party sat down to 
dinner at 7 p.m., Second Assistant Post 
master-General Jones alone sending his re- 
grets, and discussed in an informal way the 
needs of the postal service in Chicago 
from 8 p. m. until near midnight. 
Every one present made an address. 
Commissioner Machen admitted that 
the investigation alrtady had satisfied the 
commission of the grogs injustice done Chi- 
cago in the matter of postal facilities. He 
assured Postmaster Hesing and his subordi- 
nates that if earnest and radical recommenda- 
tions would do any good every defect would 
be remedied and the service here wwuld be 
made as good as any in the 
United States. He said the only seri- 
ous objection that could be offered to doing 
this was that the street nomenclature of the 
city was in such confusion that a system of 
free delivery would be unusually costly if not 
impossible. Commissioners Spangler and 
Stuart spoke to the same effect. Mayor Hop- 
kins said he wou!d solemnly promise the com- 
mission, for the Mayor and Chicago, that all 
objection based on the confused street nomen- 
clature would be removed at an early day. 
The commission put in the day collecting 
the mass of facts and figures which had been 
furnished by the Postmaster and his assistants 
the day before. © ‘onsiderable time was spent 
also in examining maps oi the city to 
familiarize the members with the location of 
the present postal stations. The commission 
has authorityto send out at any time for 
heads of divisions or employés of the Post- 
office and examine them to procure further 
information, but nobody was sent for yester- 


day

ENDED TODAY. 


Whatever the Result It Is Agreed That 
the Case Will Be Finished—Prosecutor 
Bottum Resumes His Plea=Much At- 
tention Paid to the Testimony of Bar- 
deen—His Credibility, It Is Urged, Has 
Not Been Shaken by the Theories of 
the Defense. 


Four solid months of inquiry into Dr. 
Cronin’s murder are drawing to their last 
hours. Today Mr. Bottum will end his speech 
and with-it will end the Coughlin case. What 
ever the result, there will never be another 
trial. Whether—as nearly every one thinks— 
the jury disagrees, whether it convicts, as the 
State desires, or whether it gives Daniel 
Coughlin his freedom will be known within a 
few hours. 

There will wever be another trial. If the 
jury disagrees or is ** hung” that will be the 
end of it. Coughlin will apply for bail, will 
get it, and will not be tried again. Only the 
man who “‘ hangs” that jury may expect to 
hear something about it. The trial has cost 
the State a vast sum, and its officers promise 
to raise several kinds of troubleif certain 
suspected men are implicated, 

As his speech draws to a close Mr. Bottum’s 
address gains in power: 

‘*The uten who made those blood stains in 
that cottage,” he said yesterday. ‘“‘have vio- 
lated God’s law and commandment. I com- 
mend them to his mercy. I might almost 
commend them to your mercy, but I remem- 
ber that when on that fatal night mercy came 
knocking tearfully, pleadingly at that cot- 
tage door-these men turned her away, thrust 
her into the street, and would not listen to the 
tones of her voice. Would to God they had, 
for it is because they wou!d nat listen to the 
voice of Mercy then that now her sister Jus- 
tice speaks to you and demands that you will 
hear her voice; and, gentlemen of the jury, 
hear it you must.” 

This came as the culinination to a word- 
picture of the night of May 4. Mr. Bottum 
said: 

If this testimony is true as to the condition of 
the ootreae outside of the testimony of Mrs. 
Hoertel, the Carlsons, and the microscopic ex- 
amination, you would be justified in believing 
that the cottage was the scene of a crime. lf 
there were only these two facts, the taking away 

of the carpet and the painting of the floor to 
identify this cottage as the scene of a crime, you 
would be justified in presuming it. Now 
this key that was ~~ in the Carlson cottage 
shows that the man 10 opened the trunk did 
not have the key. The man who dropped the key 
dropped it so that it was justfar enough under 
the washer that the pant brush struck a part of 
the key. If the job had been put up by anybody 
the whole key would have been painted. Take 
the key and the lock and the trunk and all the 
testimony in connection with them, and the hairs 
and the blood, and see whether in your minds 
and hearts and consciences it is not a settled fact 
that the Carlson cottage was the scene of the 
homicide. 


Bardeen’s Testimony Considered. 


Let me now call your attention to the examina- 
tion of Bardeen in the Judge’s room. I turned 
this man Bardeen over to Mr. Wing to do with 
him as he would. made up my mind if his 
story would not stand the test of cross-examina- 
tion it was not worthy to be believed by this jury. 
Bardeen tells a story, which, if you lieve it, 
will go a long way towards settling any doubts 
which you may haye on the other facts in the 
case. If his story is not true five or six different 
poonts could have come in and contradicted it. 

hey bring in only Walter Eaton. The evidence 
of the defense supports the credibility of Bar- 
deen so far as the headlight being there is con- 
cerned, 

Then we come to the next question: Did Bar- 
deen on that night turn the headlight on this de- 
fendant? Now there is another way in which 
Bardeen’s testimony was vulnerable, and that 
was this: He said he lived within two doors of 
the Chicago Avenue Station and that he saw Dan- 
iel Coughlin thirty or forty times, and my im- 
pression _-is that either Tim Scanlan 
pointed him out or introduced him. There 
was a square fact. Tim Scanlan was with- 
fin six or eight biocks of here, everybody knows 
him. There wasa place where Bardeen’s story 
was vulnerable and might have been contra- 
dicted in all these essential parts by the defense 
if they had produced that witness; but yet it 
stands uncortradicted here that Bardeen was liv- 
ing within two doors of the Chicago Avenue Sta- 
tion, and that he had seen Coughlin, and that he 
wasup atthe electric light works in Evanston 
from the lst of May down to the-10th or there- 
abouts. ‘These facts are uncontradicted, and that 
brings us down to the real and main question: 
Did he turn the light on the defendant Coughlin 
on that night? Bardeen’s testimony, if credible, 
settles the fact that Daniel Coug lin did have 
some connection with some trunk, and my brother 
Wing gives it conclusive force. Now look at the 
theories about Bardeen and ask yourselves what 
motive influenced Bardeen in coming here to tes- 
tify in this case. Mr. Donahoe says he is a mixt- 
ure of a madman and a knave, that he came here 
for money. and that he is a religious enthusiast. 
Mr. Wing says: “| suppose I may call him—inas- 
much as he was passing from Kansas City to Uhi- 
cago—a mere transitory liar.” 

Now, gentleman of the jury, you must know 
that men do not abandon the paths of truth ex- 
cept for greater provocation than that selected 
by my brother Wing. Why, think ofit! Here is 
a young man with a fumily. apparently with an 
occupation, apparently with . respectable sur- 
roundings, so absolutely infatuated, according 
to Mr. Wing, with his own powers of imagina- 
tion; that ‘or the purpose of boisteri up him- 
self he comes here and tells you twelve mena 
story that putsthe defendant in this case in 
great peril of his life or his liberty. I do not 
think you believe it. I think the theory of my 
brother Donahoe,-if he may be eg by that 
name, is a much more rational one, you 
must determine whether it is true, ona that 
leads us _rightdown and we cannot help dis- 
cussing the subject of religious beliefs, becanse 
my brother Donahoe saysifaman acting under 
what he believes to be the inspiration of God 
says he won’t doctor his children for smallpox 
then that is something t affects his veracity, 
and you should not believe him. Gentlemen of 
the jury, this world’s history would have been 
written in vainif brother’ Donahoe’s theory is 
true. 

And then Mr. Bottum paid an eloquent 
tribute to the religious leaders in ancient and 
modern times, and dwelt at great length upon 
the unselfish devotion with which Father 
Damien, the founderof the creed of the Chris- 
tian Scientists, gave his life to the reclama- 
tion of the lepers. 

Theories of Defense Faulty. 


Then the prosecutor went on: 


Ido not doubt that Bardeen was nervous. I 
would have been nervous myself, It may be that 
things came to him that he had not remembered 
in the Judge’s room, but the substantial part of 
the narrative is the same. If you believe that he 
came here influenced by malice or hate, or money, 
or the desire of idle fame, or that he is suffering 
from aberration of the mind, cast his story out. 
Uniess you believe this was a_ perfect taentifica- 
tion of Coughlin, cast this story out of your 
minds. You cannot explain Bardeen ont of this 
case upon any of the theories propounded by the 
defense, and you can reconcile his testimony as 
truthful. As jurors itis your duty to do that if 
you can. 

Chief Brennan yesterday had a\talk with 
Officer O'Toole, who is said-to have been 
making a collection for the benefit of the 
Coughlin defense fund. The officer denied 
that he has been making a collection for any 
purpose, and the Chief says he was unable to 
get trom him anything which tended to show 
that he was not telling the truth. 

Patrick Cummings, owner of the premises 
at No. 338 North Franklin street, yesterday 
began a forcible detainer suit in Justice Gib- 
bons’ court against Mrs. Andrew Foy. In the 
afternoon Constable McNally served notice 
on Mrs. Foy that she would have to vacate the 
apartments she now occupies within.five days.

The West and South Town Street railway 
company can now complete its electric line 
on Twenty-second street. The injunction ob- 
tained by John Vanderpool a year ago re- 
straining the completion of the line between 
Lincoln and May streets was dissolved yester- 
day by Judge Tuley. It was charged by Van- 
derpool, who is a Twenty-second street prop- 
erty-owner, that a sufficient amount of front- 
age had not been secured by the cothpany and 
an attack was made on the validity of the city 
ordinance under which the company operates. 

The Street railway company was organized 
to give residents of the West Side close and 
rapid connection with the South Side lines. 
C. L. Bonney is President of the company 
and Congressman L. E. McGann is Vice- 
President and General Manager. A franchise 
was secured in the City Council giving the 
company the right to occupy ten miles of 
streets. The main line was designed to run 
along Twenty-second street, between the 
termninus of the City railway line at the river 
and the suburb of Lawndale. Before track- 
laying was commenced Mr, Vanderpool 
filed his bill ana secured an injunction 
restraining the company from _ proceed- 
ing with the construction. This was 
in January, 1893, and six months later At- 
torney Merritt Starr, who represents the com- 
pany, secured a modification limiting the in- 
junction to the mile of street between Lincola 
and May streets. West of T:incoln street the 
construction was completed and the company 
has been operating that much of the line. Re- 
cently affidavits were filed on behalf of the
